Naw York, Oct. 14.—The base-ball season of 
1876 is at an end, and with it the Mutual Club, 
Many doubtless regret the close cf the season’s 
play, but very few will be found to shed any 
tears over the demise of the club that not only 
represented New York, but all the gamblers and 
blacklegs in the country as well.

The application of Gov. Cuamprriarm for

It is to be 
expected that this action of the National 
Government will be denounced by the Tru 
DEN organs as an unwarrantable infraction 
of States’ rights and an unconstitutional in- 
terference with the domestic affairs of South 


} Carolina; but the great body of the Ameri- 


can people, the candid, thinking, earnest 
men of all political parties, will agree that 
the situation was such as to imperatively de- 
mand decisive action,. and that President 
Grant's proclamation was the right thing in 
the right place and at the right time.

The Democratic platformsfor 
half a century have recited the Virginia and 
Kentucky resolutions of 98, which declare 
that the United States are not a nation; that

Government of the Americas people, bat is, 


ished; when the Government from top to 
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as Mr. In bn terms it, a “ federative 
agency,” constituted and appointed by the 
States acting in their sovereign capacity ; 
that the Union is a mere league, a confeder- 
ation of States, bound, as Mr. Tr. ou states, 
in a ‘single, slender, conventional tie,” 
which any State may “snap” asunder at 
pleasure, and no power existing anywhere 
to enforce any general authority. The Pres- 
ident, being the mere agent of the federation 
of States, cannot exercise any power with- 
out the consent of each of the sovereign 
members of the league. It was upon this 
theory of the Government that the South 
withdrew from the partnership in 1861, and 
it was on this ground that Mr. Tx op- 
posed the War as illegal and violative of the 
Constitution, and it is upon this theory that 
Tron and the solid sixteen Southern States 
demand compensation for the damages in- 
flicted in the prosecution of the unconstitu- 
tional war upon them. 

Tammany Hall, Tom, and the Solid 
South united, will accomplish such a change 
in the Government as but few contemplate. 
In his famous letter to Judge Kent, Mr. Tn 
DEN took the ground that, outside of the few 
measures irſtrusted to the federative agency 
at Washington, each State was foreign to the 
other. He particularly laid it down as a fun- 
damental principle of the confederation that 
South Carolina was, so far as slavery was con- 
cerned, as free, sovereign, and independent 
of the Union as was France, and had the same 
right that France would have to repel any 
interference with the institution. The United 
States, acting as a nation, did interfere by 
war, did invade the State of South Carolina, 
and did take and destroy private property. 
This invasion was, according to Mr. Torx, 
revolutionary, was an act of usurpation, was 
an outrage which, being wholly illegal and 
unjustifiable, must be compensated. The as- 
sumed consent of the South to the abolition 
of their property was not free but enforced, 
and is no longer binding; and the confeder- 
ation reorganized can only be reorganized on 
the principles which existed before and were 
violated by the War. This is all Mr. Trr- 
DEN’s own teaching; this is the claim 
and demand of the Solid South; 
and the great change which must 
follow the election of Tur and the union 
of Tammany Hall and the Solid South will 
be the denationalization of the United States; 
the recognition of the absolute right of each 
State to govern its own people, free of in- 
terference, and to fix- the status, civil and 
political, of its own inhabitants. It requires 
no prophet to teil where this will lead. It 
requires no prophet to foretell that the 
slavery of the blacks will be practically re- 
established under laws regulating labor ; and 
it requires no special wisdom to know that 
the freedom of these people, and the nation- 
ality of the American people, must be re- 
stored as they were maintained, by the force 
of arms. 

The election of TD, the union of Tam- 
many Hall and the Solid South, the reasser- 
tion of State supremacy, and the reduction 
of the blacks to servitude, will be the speedy 
and the inevitable forerunners of another 
civil war to recover American nationality, 
the freedom of the citizen, and the liberties 
of the Union. Tum will be the second 
BucHanax. 


NEW YORK. 

The result in New York, which State now 
takes the place of Indiana and Ohio as the 
political battle-ground, depends largely upon 
the result in New York City. That depends 
upon the success or failure of the attempt to 
effect a coalition of the Tammany and Anti- 
Tammany factions of the Democracy of the 
city. The feud between these is simply as 
to the distribution of spoils. Its precise 
magnitude is indicated by the figures collat- 
ed by the New York Herald, showing that 
the aggregate annual salaries of the fifty- 
eight officials to be elected this fall in the 
City and County of New York are $492,000, 
and that the patronage controlled by the 
fifty-eight amounts to $3,039,000 a year. 
This reckoning of the spoils is made on the 
basis of legitimate fees and salaries, and in- 
cludes none of the steals in fee-bills and in 
contracts, which inevitably, under the regime 
either of the Tammany or Anti-Tammany 
Democracy, at least double the spoils ; and it 
would be a notable retrenchment and reform 
on the part of either of the factions that 
would reduce the stealings to that figure. 

The distribution of this aggregate of spoils, 
say from six to sixteen millions a year, is 
claimed by Tammany, which regularly levies 
political assessments on the fifty-eight offi- 
cials to be elected and their appointees of 
$452,600, and which sum is expended to run 
the machine whereby Tammany captures 00 
spoils for distribution. The machine — 
and inevitably grinds out Bosses. It 
ground out Twzep. It ground out Jonn 
Ke.uy to succeed Twxzxp, and it ground out 
that system of shameless thievery and bal- 
lot-stuffing by which thieves and ballot- 
stuffers perpetuate their rule of plunder. 
The Anti-Tammany movement was a revolt 
against the Boss’ management of the ma- 
chine. It meant no more than that the 
spoilsmen of the party were dissatisfied with 
the Boss’ allotment of the spoils. It means 
no more now. Immr O’Brien, who rebelled 
against T WIr because the Ring refused to 
allow one of his—O’Brren’s—grabs as 
Sheriff, and who furnished the evi- 
dence of the Ring frauds that led to 
y Tweens overthrow, organized the present 

Anti-Tammany movement. He perpetuates 
it because Boss KIL, Tweep’s successor, 
refuses to admit O’Brren and the Anti-Tam- 
manys to a share in the distribution of spoils. 
Kr insists upon allotting it, upon his 
policy, to his candidates. For the sake of 
effecting a consolidation, he offered a mere 
bagatelle to the Antis; and at their meeting 
Saturday night that eminent Reformer, Joun 
Morrissey, in the interest of Tm and 
Reform,” labored in vain to harmonize the 
two factions. The result was that Monnis- 
SEY was overruled, while O’Brien, more se- 
eurely intrenched in his position as leader of 
the Anti-Tammanys, boldly declared against 
any coalition, and for putting a ticket in the 
field, and thus far all efforts at harmoniz- 
ing” have proved failures. 

There is no principle in this Tammany and 
Anti-Tammany fight, no more than there is

THE EUROPEAN WAI. 

Unless all signs are deceptive, the myste- 
ries of European diplomacy are so far clear- 
ed up that we may to a large extent forecast 
the future of the great conflict which has 
grown out of the small Herzegovinian re- 
volt. It is evident enough now that for a 
long time Russia had no intention of letting 
the revolt of the few mountaineers of Herze- 
govina grow into the present general Scla- 
vonic rebellion, and that she was not an 
original party to any scheme for the disrup- 
tion of the Turkish Empire. When the Serv- 
ians, only last June, declared against the 
Porte, Russia was displeased and sharply re- 
proved the Prince Muay. Very few Rus- 
sians entered the Servian service, and these 
were mainly adventurers like ToHERNAYEF?. 
It was not until after the Turkish monsters 
had ravaged Bulgaria with fire and sword, 
burned peaceful villages, massacred thou- 
sands of helpless women and children, 
and left every district through which 
they passed a howling desert, that 
the Sclavonic heart of Russia took 
fire. Then the Sclavonic societies be- 
gan to increase and strengthen, and the sym- 
pathies of the Russian people reached out to 
Servia, with its million and a half of people 
contending with the powerful Turkish Em- 
pire. Meanwhile the same atrocities pro- 
duced the same effect in England in arousing 
the popular sentiment against Turkey, not- 
withstanding the indifference of the Tory 
Government. Neither France nor Germany 
manifested any disposition to take a decided 
attitude. The opportunity for Russian di- 
plomacy had come, and it at once commenced 
to manifest itself in its usual way, by not 
agreeing to any proposition of which it 
seemed to be in favor. It appeared to be in 
favor of a truce and peace, but it studiously 
avoided agreeing to any conclusion or accept- 
ing any terms. It rejected the first Turkish 
proposition for an armistice of six weeks be- 
cause it was too short, and it now objects to 
the Turkish proposition for an armistice of 
six months because it is too long. While 
seeming to favor the English and Austrian 
propositions, it has agreed to neither. 

It is clearly apparent now that the Rus- 
sian diplomatists have been working to gain 
time, and they have succeeded. The time 
has been well improved. . The tide of Rus- 
sian volunteers pouring over the borders into 
Servia has grown larger and larger every day, 
and now it has suddenly become apparent 
to England that Russia has destroyed all 
prospects of peace. Its troops are in Servia 
by thousands. Its soldiers are massing in 
Caucasia. Its absentees have been called 
home. A war-loan of three hundred million 
roubles has been issued. All Europe is 
in a fever. The English consols arein a 
flurry. The London Tunes is lustily calling 
upon Germany to stop Russian aggressions. 
The Pall Mall Gazette reproaches the Times 
for its whining. The National Gazette of 
Berlin, Brsmarcx’s organ, notifies the 
Thunderer that Germany will not pull En- 
gland’s chestnuts out of the fire, and the 
North-German Gazette reminds it that it is 
ignoring the alliance of the three Powers. 
Roumania, a province three times as strong 
as Servia, is mobilizing its armies, and 
Greece is placing itself upon a war-footing. 
Neither of these countries would have taken 
this step were not Russia behind them 
whispering that the time had come. Rus- 
sian emissaries are in Vienna working to 
keep Austria out of the struggle with the 
tempting offer of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
An alliance of Austria, England, and Turkey 
would make a powerful resistance, but with 
Austria neutral, Russia has nothing to fear 
from England. : 

It is furthermore apparent that the real 
combatants in this war will be Russia and 
the Sclaves on the one side, Turkey with 
English help on the other. There is noth- 
ing yet to indicate that Austria will take any 
part; on the other hand, semi-official advices 
announce Austrian neutrality. From the 
very outset of the negotiations it has made 
no secret of the desire to obtain Bosnia and 
Herzegovina when the partition of the 
plunder is made, and this Russia has 
already promised. Italy has declared 
its neutrality. France and Germany offset 
each other. If France allies itself with Rus- 
aia, Germany will naturally join with En- 
gland. If Germany should join with En- 
gland, France would go over to Russia and 
feed fat its old grudge with Germany. It is 
morally certain if Russia and Turkey come 
to blows that France and Germany will pre- 
serve neutrality and let them fight it out, 
The only Power, therefore, Russia has to 
fear is England, but, even in case England 
should come to the aid of the Turks, Russia 
has one great advantage in the certain knowl- 
edge that the war would not be popular with 
the English people, and that no enthusiastic 
war-spirit, like that of 1853, would be 
aroused. In the war of the Crimea, the 
English people had not heard of Turkish 
atrocities, and the Turkish Government had 
not repudiated its English debt. The follow- 
ing extract from an article in the London 
Times of the 29th ult. reflects popular sen- 
timent in England : 

That is what the atrocities in Bulgaria did for 
England, and they have raised more indignation 
here than in any other country because no other 
has done so much to save the Porte from the con- 
sequences of its own vices. No doubt we have in- 
terests as well as duties in the East, but we are 
happy to admit that the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer does not helieve in the necessity of an alli- 
ance between English influence and the perpetua- 
tion of wrong. In his latest speech he emphatic- 
ally said that in dealing with Turkey the Govern- 
ment was animated by no desire to promote what 
might be called merely national interests.” 

„We are not,” he added, prepared to sacrifice 
the interests of those whose sufferings have so ex- 


cited our feelings for any fancied object or for any 
selfish personal interest. 


Nevertheless, if war breaks out, England 
must and will take a part in it; not from love 
of the Turks but from hatred to Russia, not 
from fear that Russia may occupy Belgrade 
or Austria the of Turkey, 
but from fear that Russia may occupy Con- 
stantinople and threaten its route to India 
If England does not actually send troops into 
the field, it will send the Turks munitions of 
war,—tifies, steel batteries, clothing, medi- 
eines, money, and engineers, and thus en- 
able them to make a dogged defense and pro- 


long the war. This much England can do 
and undoubtedly must do, even if it does not 
actively take the field, or else yield ite po- 
sition on the Eastern question and give Con- 

to Russia The Pall Mall Gazette 
hits the nail exactly on the head. when it 
says that Russia is at present actively at war 
with Turkey, and that any further efforts at 
diplomacy are useless. The work of the pen 
is done and the sword is drawn. It isa war 
between Turks and Sclaves, between Mo- 
hammedans and Christians. It will not be

near to its fulfillment. The map of Turkey 
in Europe is to be changed.

When he 
was only a candidate for Governor the peo- 
ple of New York elected him over Drx by 
more than 50,000 majority ; but when he be- 
gan to figure for President, and asked for a pop- 
ular indorsement, the same people hesitated 
and shrank back, and almost knocked his 
State ticket on the head, and actu- 
ally did elect a decided majority of 
Republicans to the Legislature. Two years 
ago Tom rode into the Gubernatorial of- 
fice on the great “ tidal wave” which sub- 
merged the Republicans nearly everywhere ; 
but there is no such wave this fall, as all the 
elections show. On the contrary, the cur- 
rent is running in the other direction, vide 
Vermont, Maine, Colorado, and Ohio; and 
even in Indiana the Democratic majority in 
1874 of 17,250 is hewn down to something 
like 5,000. Last fall 10,000 to 12,000 Liberals 
voted the TDn ticket. Almost to a man 
they are for Hayes and WII this fall. 
We do not look for as great a majority in 
New York as Grant obtained in 1872, but it 
will be sufficient to beat Trupzn.

JENNINGS’ SEMINARY.

THE EAST. 
ACTUALLY AT WAR. 

Lonpow, Oct. 17.—The Pall Mall Gazetie con- 
tends that Russia is at present actually at war 
with Turkey, and that any further efforts at 
diplomacy are useless. 

The correspondent of the Time at Bel- 
grade, discussing the situation, says: Every 
diplomatic agent here believes that we are 
on the eve of a great Eastern war. The only 
difference of opinion among them is as 
to whether it will commence in the spring or 
almost immediately. All the outward indica- 
tions seem to favor the latter idea, which would 
give Russia and Serviagreat advantage. Strange 
rumors are current concerning the intended ac- 
tion of Austria. 

AUSTRIA NEUTRAL. 

On Sunday semi-official intelligence reached 
Belgrade that the Emperor of Austria had in- 
formed the Czar that Austria would remain 
neutral, and would make no objection to a cer- 
tain limited occupation of one of the Christian 
provinces of Turkey. 

The St. Petersburg Journal, a semi-official 
paper, says: “There are indications that the 
people of Constantinople regard war as un- 
avoidable, and welcome Russia's decision to 
finish the matter without delay. The meeting 
of the Russian statesmen at Livadia indicates 
a crisis in our politics. This meeting represents 
official Russia assembled in view of the Bos- 
phorus and the seat of war.” 

A St. Petersburg letter to the Times, dated 
Oct. 11, says: “Doubtless the general impres- 
sion here is that Russia is on the eve of the 
long-wished-for struggle with Turkey.”’, 

THE PROPOSED ARMISTICE. 

A special from Vienna states that the English 
and French Governments, especially the former, 
have decidedly pronounced for the acceptance 
of a six-months’ armistice. Austria is inclined 
to do likewise, and has asked Germany’s opin- 
ion, which, however, has not been given. Italy, 
en being pressed by England to give a definite 
reply, says that it does not want, in any way, to 
anticipate Servia’s decision, ds it regards an 
armistice as a disadvantage to Servia. 

ROUMANILA. 

A telegram from Bucharest announces that 
a canon has been concluded between Roumania 
and the Russian Railway Company, by which 
the former undertake to hold in readiness, at 
the disposal of Russia, sufficient trains to trans- 
port 4,000 troops daily. 

PLAGUE. 

Beiorapsw, Oct. 17.—The unseasonable heat 
is causing much sickness. Last week an out- 
break of the plague occurred at’Agangelavotz, 
which killed 318 Servians. Their hats, clothes, 
and bedding were burned, and the ground was 
plowed up, when the pestilence ceased as sud- 
denly as it appeared. | 

WILL THERE BE A SHORT ARMISTICE? 

Lonpon, Oct. 17.—The Pall-Mall Gazetie pub- 
lishes a special from Berlin which says: The 
Great Powers have now reverted to Lord Der- 
by’s earlier proposal to conclude an armistice 
for six weeks without conditions in order to de- 
vise during that period a basis for a treaty of 
peace. ae 

There is no truth in the reports of a German 
mobilization. ' 

Col. Detashkoff, mentioned in a Berlin dis- 
patch tothe Times as being on a mission to 
Austria on behalf of Russia, is the Czar’s Adju- 
tant. 


. AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 

A dispatch from Vienna says: It is beliey- 
ed in well-informed circles here that an alliance 
between Austria and Russia is on the point of 
being concluded, according to which Russia, in 
the event of Turkey’s refusing a short 
armistice, would enter upon military 
intervention, while Austria would remain 
neutral. Russia would not permanently, oecup 
the Turkish provinces, but should events | 
to the overthrow of the Ottoman Government 
Russia would yield to Austria such extension of

THE ONLY ALTERNATIVE.

Deerhounds—thin, long, rough- 
haired dogs—are also scarce, and are worth, 
when full-grown, from 6100 to $200 apiece. 
Foxhounds are worth from $25 to $50, harriers 
from $20 to 30, greyhounds from $15 to $25, 
German beagles from $15 to $20. Italian grey- 
hounds, which were the first pet dogs ladies had 
in this country, were at one time worth as high 
as $10 apiece, but now, having gone out of fash- 
ion, sell for much less. At present the greatest 
demand is for Gordon setters, a breed of dogs 
which comes from the kennels of the Duke of 
Gordon, in Scotland, and when of proper color

About ten days ago an article was published 
on the bankrupt insurance companies of Chi- 
cago, in which it was stated that a new 
assessment would be made on the stock- 
holders of the Republic Insurance Com- 
pany to pay the balance due on the 
claims against it. This assessment, which is 
fixed at 10 per cent, has just been made, and 
yesterday Judge Blodgett issued the order 
authorizing it. In the petition filed by the 
Assignee, Mr. J. R. Payson, a statement was 
made of the affairs of the Company, and evi- 
dence was also taken before the Register. From 
this it was shown that—

The Company was put into bankruptcy Nov. 
14, 1872, and an assessment of 60 percent was 
then made, which was expected to be sufficient. 
About $100,000 more, however, was found to be 
uneollectable than had been supposed, the 
claims and interest were $100,000 larger than 
the estimate, and the expenses for prosecuting 
over 1,700 suits were also unexpectedly larg. 

The capital stock was $4,773,400, on which 
$275,500 was paid up in full. Of the remainder 
$1,082,700 owing, 04 is held by insol- 


venta, married wamen, etc., so that nothing can 
be realized on it. Part of the remainder of the 


stock has become worthless since the assess- 


ment of 60 * cent was made, so that a 10 per 
cent call will not yield more than $250,000, and 
this amount, after payment of cost of collecting, 
Assignee’s and Register’s fees, etc., is not ex- 
cted to be more than enough to cover the 
amount due on the claims, with interest.
